Ghali: Mubarak- Hussein summit 
important step towards peace

CAIRO. - Today’s summit meeting 
between President Hosni Mubarak 
of Egypt and King Hussein of Jordan 
will be another important step in die 
continuing coordination of Egyptian 
and Jordanian diplomacy to revive 
foe peace process, according to 
Egyptian Minister of State for Fore- 
ign Affairs Butros Ghali. 

As stated on Monday to The Jeru~ 
scion Post by Prime Minister Kama! 
Hassan Ah, foe main issue of such 
coordination will be a serious 
attempt by Mubarak and Hussein to 
seek a. way of forming a joint 
Jordaman-Palestiniag delegation for 
peace, negotiations. They will be 
iaced with the very intricate problem 
of finding a formula for choosing 
Palestinian mem bers in such a joint 
delegation, who will be acceptable to 
both Israel and foe PLO. 

That means that the Palestinians 
win have to be “moderates” who are 
not formal PLO officials, accontiog 
ib Mnbarak’s erwa definition fii an 
interview wfo TheTiew York Times 
last month. ; 

In this Egyptian view, r eprese n ta- 
tives from foe West Bank and from 


Gaza such as Bethlehem Ma>or 
Ehas Freij and former Guz:i Mayor 
Rashad a-Shauwa would certainly 
qualify as “moderate Palestinians." 
provided that they receive the bles- 
sing of PLO chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat. That would also fit the definition 
for a Palestinian delegation for talks 
with Israel made by the first Likud 
government under former Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and late 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan. It is 
understood from reliable sources 
here that Mubarak bad this defini- 
tion in mind when he used the term 
“moderate Palestinians" in his 
Tunes interview. 

Egyptian government sources 
seemed to find encouragement on 
the eve of the Mubarak-Hussein 
summit in the fact that Arafat has so 
far not rejected the Mubarak initia- 
tive. In an interview earlier this week 
with Judy Miller of The S’ew York 
Times, who also conducted the inter- 
view with Mubarak. Arafat is re- 
ported to have said that he does not 
reject anything, but does not want to 
be restrained in anyway in choosing 
the Palestinian representatives. 

. Arafat also expressed his dis- 
appointment and anger with the 


U S. for pushing for an agreement 
between him and Hussein but refus- 
ing to accept such an agreement once 
it came about. 

He is reported to have dismissed 
opposition voiced by several senior 
PLO officials to his agreement with 
Hussein and to the Mubarak initia- 
tive by stating simply that he is the 
chairman. 

Speaking to International Press 
Institute members yesterday. Ghali 
made no secret of "the fact that the 
Egyptian government maintains reg- 
ular contacts with foe PLO. "We 
now have daily contacts with the 
PLO to coordinate policy.” Ghali 
said, pointing out the PLO office in 
Cairo had never dosed, even after 
1977. following Sadat's visit to Jeru- 
salem. "Sometimes these contacts 
were secret, but there has been a 
senior PLO representative in Cairo 
all the time. Relations with the PLO 
have been overt since Arafat's visit 
to Egypt in 1983. There may be 
differences of opinion at times, but 
we have no real difficulties with the 
PLO/‘ Ghali stated.

PM challenges: 
What’s scary 
about peace?

“Egypt, after a long freeze, 
has renewed its dialogue with us. 
Why should the word "peace” 
give anyone the shivers? What 
are you afraid of?" 

Prime Minister Peres said this in 
the Knesset yesterday, in reply to 
no-confidence motions presented by 
the four left opposition factions. But 
tins and many points in his speech 
were obviously addressed not to the 
opposition, bur to the Likud minis- 
ters and MKs. 

Another was his question: “Must 
at! diplomacy- be conducted in the 
light of day? Isn't there such a thing 
as secret "diplomacy? Didn't the 
Likud government meet secretly 
with Egyptian personalities - in 
Cairo, in Paris, in Morocco?" 

The no-confidence motions, 
none of which got more than 14 votes 
were based on criticism of the gov- 
ernment's foreign-policy posture 
and its economic moves. 

On foreign policy'. Peres addres- 
sed himself first to the bilateral ques-

Soldier gets 3 months 
for traffic death 


JAFFA (Him). - An army sergeant 
convicted of causing the death of a 
resident of a refugee camp in a road 
accident was sentenced to three 
months in jail yesterday by the 
general staff court martial.

Free-trade pact awaiting Moda’i

WASHINGTON. - Finance Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Moda’i is scheduled to 
initial the long-awaited U.S. -Israeli 
free-trade zone agreement on Fri- 
day. 

President Reagan wifi then for- 
mally submit the pact to Confess 
for ratification next Tuesday. It is 
expected to be approved rather easi- 
ly- 

But there was uncertainty yester- 
day whether the Reagan Adminis- 
tration would inform Moda'i of its 
decision on economic aid to Israel in 
tbe pending 1986 fiscal year budget. 

The administration, while prop- 
osing Si. 8 billion dollars in military 
grants, has been delaying a decision 
on economic aid, to win additional 
Israeli emergency austerity mea- 
sures and other structural changes in 
the economy. 

The administration has assured 
Israel that the minimum economic- 
aid level would be $J.2b. in the 
regular 1986 legislation. But it has 
made no commitments on any sup- 
plemental aid package that would be 
attached to last year’s already- 
passed bill. Israel has been seeking 
an extra SI. 5b. spread out over the 
next two years. 

Moda'i. who was due to arrive 


here last night, is scheduled to open 
talks today with Secretary of State 
George Shultz and other senior offi- 
cials as well as with many congress- 
men. Before leaving Washington on 
Friday, he is expected to meet with 
Treasury Secretary James Baker. 
Office of Budget and Management 
Director David Stockman and 
others. 

In advance of his arrival, Israeli 
officials and numerous pro-Israeli 
congressmen and senators have been 
pressing the administration to 
announce the economic aid level for 
TsraeL But so far the administration 
has resisted. 

Over the weekend. U.S. and 
Israeli officials were predicting that 
an announcement on the SI 3b. level 
in the regular foreign-aid bill could 
be expected during tbe Moda’i visit. 
But they also anticipated a con- 
tinued delay regarding any sup- 
plemental aid proposal. 

Meanwhile, Israeli officials were 
clearly pleased that tbe final draft of 
the free-trade zone agreement had 
been completed in time for the Mod- 
a'i visit. Moda’i is expected to initial 
it at a ceremony Friday with the 
Special. U.S. Trade Representative. 
Bill Brock. 

The agreement, which has not yet 
been officially released, wifi elimin- 


ate all tariffs, quotas and other trade 
obstacles between tbe two countries 
over the next 10 years. 

The yew York Timer yesterday 
reported that the most sensitive pro- 
ducts in both countries will continue 
to be protected until 1995. 

The agreement calk for a four- 
stage process whereby tariffs would 
be gradually reduced. Thus, there 
would be no duty reduction for five 
years on products deemed the most 
sensitive, those that would have the 
most disruptive effect on the eco=‘ 
uomy of the importing country. A 
joist commission would then work 
out a tariff-cutting schedule to meet 
the 1995 target. 

"From the American viewpoint." 
The Times reported, “the most 
sensitive Israeli exports include cut 
roses, gold jewelry, leather goods, 
footwear, bromines, olives, citrus 
juices and dehydrated garSc. Israel 
regards as sensitive American-made 
refrigerators, radio navigation 
equipment and aluminium ban. ” 

Other imports are broken down 
into three categories - those on 
which duties will be eliminated when 
the agreement goes into effect, those 
on which duties will be eliminated in 
three steps by 2989. and those that 
wifi be eliminated in eight stages bv 
1995. 


Mubarak-Hussein talks 
unlikely to help initative 


PM CHALLENGES

Jordan’s King Hussein is due to 
meet with Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak in Alexandria today, just 
days before the Egyptian leader’s 
scheduled departure for Washing- 
ton. 

The Hussein-Mubarak summit 
might have been a crucial step in the 
Egyptian initiative, if there bad ever 
been any serious chance that the 
king would be in a position to take up 
the challenge presented by Mubarak 
at the beginning of last week. 

But it now appears that little of 
substance will emerge from that 
meeting, beyond vague generalities 
about the need to coordinate 
strategies in the pursuit of a just and 
lasting solution to the Palestinian 
problem. 

The reason for this is the PLO’s 
ruling out any possibility that it wifi 
agree to Mubarak's proposal that it 
approve the appointment of non- 
PLO Palestinians to a joint delega- 
tion with Jordan. 

This was never a realistic possibil- 
ity, as there was never any chance 
that it could be squared with the 
agreement Hussein and PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat reached in Am- 
man two weeks earlier. 

The precise terms of that enigma- 
tic agreement remain vague, and 
Hussein has been meeting with 
senior PLO officials over the past 
two days in an effort to thrash out a 
mutually agreed version of that 
accord. 

Given the positions taken by most 
of Arafat's leading lieutenants, and 
to a somewhat lesser extent by Ara- 
fat himself, it has become apparent 
that any compromise is going to have 
to be in favour of the PLO. This 


would make the accord eves more 
incompatible with Mubarak's prop- 
osals than the “softer" version re- 
leased by Jordan late last month. 

The chances that Hussein may at 
this point lose patience with the PLO 
and issue an ultimatum - something 
along the lines of “play ball or I’ll go 
it alone** -are virtually non-existent. 

And the chances that Egypt may 
attempt to persuade Hussein to do so 
are only marginally better: for Hus- 
sein and Mubarak both affirmed at 
their last summit in December that 
they view the PLO as the “sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinians’' and, for the foresee- 
able future, the final arbiter of the 
future of the West Bank and Gaza 
District. 

It seems that the only tiling that 
could conceivably induce Hussein to 
follow Sadat’s example and fly in the 
face not only of the PLO but also of 
the overwhelming majority of his 
fellow Arabs would be the assurance 
that, by taking such a course, he 
would be rewarded with the return 
of every last centimetre of land he 
lost to Israel in the 1967 Six Day 
War. 

That, plainly, is not on the cards - 
as both Hussein and Mubarak know- 
only too well. 

Barring something totally unfore- 
seen. Mubarak will be arriving in 
Washington next week with Utile 
practical to point to by way of 
advancing the peace process in the 
region. 

But he will be able to claim that he 
has made what purports to be an 
honest effort - one that has been 
stalled, through no fault of his own. 
through che continuing refusal of 
both Washington and Jerusalem to 
deal with the PLO.

The Knesset Finance Committee 
and the government were again at 
loggerheads yesterday, with the 
committee failing to vote on a re- 
quested rise in the price of electric- 
itv. 


The Energy Ministry proposal was 
that the price of electricity for 
domestic users be raised by 35 per 


cent and for industry by 11 per cent. 

But none of che committee mem- 
bers was apparently prepared to vote 
for such a step. Some proposed limn- 
ing the rise to 15 per cent, which was 
February 's inflation rate. A vote was 
avoided only because Haim Ramon 
(Alignment-Labour) requested fac- 
tion consultations. Thus rite govern- 
ment was given a chance to pressure 
recalcitrant MKs.

Larger wage deduction 
to pay for education

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

A joint Knesset committee yester- 
day approved a government bill to 
help finance high-sebooi education 
by taking more out of salaries. 

The bill, jointly endorsed by tbe 
Knesset Education Committee and 
the Labour and Social Affairs Com- 
mittee. says that starting April 1 . all 
those insured by the National Insur- 
ance Institute win pay 0.6 per cent of 
their salaries for hiah-sebco] educa- 
tion. instead of 0.5 per cent as at 
present. 

Employ ers wifi pay 0.15 per cent 
of this amount and workers wfij pay 
0.45 per cent, thus maintaining the 
existing 1:3 ratio. 

Joint committee chairman Nab- 
man Raz said in a statement that “It 
is better to approve such an increase 
than to place the burden of the cost 
of secondary education oe parents.**

David accord providing that tbe fu- 
ture of tbe Taba border area near 
Eilat be settled by negotiations or. 
failin g that, arbitration. 

He said that Taba is not the only 
issue between Egypt and Israel, and 
the best solution is -for each side to 
put all its claims on the table. 

“To the best of my knowledge, 
that is the mood of the government. 
We prefer a ‘package deal,’ in which 
all subjects in dispute will be clar- 
ified simultaneously." 

With respect to the regional ques- 
tions, Peres said that Israel's answer 
to Egyptian President Mubarak's 
proposal of direct talks between 
Israel and a Jordanian delegation 
including Palestinians, in Egypt with 
Mubarak as host, is an unequivocal 
yes. 

But to Mubarak’s proposal of a 
prior meeting in Washington be- 
tween the U.S. administration and a 
Jordanian- PLO delegation, the 
answer is an unambiguous no. 

“Because that means that the 
PLO keeps on shooting at the same 
time, and we give it legitimacy. Ara- 
fat today personally gives orders to 
kill women and children. He should 
shoot and we should talk? Tm happy 
that Washington will not go along 
with this tactic." 

But as for talks in Egypt without 
the PLO, “I ask the members of the 
Knesset: Why sav no? Will it worsen 
our international position?" 

When Peres moved on to Leba- 
non, saying he wanted to make “a 
erne accounting" with that conn try, 
he got into a hotted argument with 
Tawfik Toubi and Tawfik Zayyad 
(Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality), who said in their motions 
that the Lebanese had invited the 
Syrians into their country. 

Peres: Tm more concerned ab- 
out Lebanese independence than 
you are. The Lebanese government 
hosted the PLO with their weapons. 
Did they flunk we’d take it lying 
down? We were forced to react, and 
we reacted. It was not a strong-arm 
policy but self-defence. When tbe 
IDF started to withdraw you shot at 
them. Cowards!" 

Peres called Camp David a great 
achievement of Menacbem Begin, 
based on “an extraordinary com- 
promise. Of course, peace must be 
based on c om promise. But Begin 
bas already made the compromise." 
he said to Yosef Sarid (Citizen's 
Rights Movement) i* reply to his 
motion. 

The first no-coofidence motion 
had been presented by Chaike 
Grossman (Map am), who ridiculed 
the “Janus-faced" unity govern- 
ment. one ade of which ’welcomed 
Mubarak’s peace initiative as 
“worthy of discussion" while the 
other dismissed it as a public- 
relations stunt. She also attacked the 
government for reducing subsidies 
on basic products and otherwise dis- 
regarding the interests of the poor. 

Toubi hod said the government, 
instead of drawing tbe logical con- 
clusion from the failure of the war in 
Lebanon and withdrawing com- 
pletely, was trying to save its adven- 
ture by a second war against the 
Lebanese people. 

Sarid had charged the government 
with engaging in a publicity stunt and 
a Purim spiel in its divided reaction 
to Mubarak. He said that Camp 
David could be Israel's opening posi- 
tion in peace talks, but not a condi- 
tion for negotiations and not the sole 
basis for talks. 

Mattityabu Pelcd (Progressive 
List for Peace) said that if Israel 
remains in Lebanon another six 
months, as the government proposes 
to do. another 100 soldiers may lose 
their lives and another 800 may be 
wounded, some of them invalided 
for life. 

Peres replied first to Grossman’s 
attack on the government’s econo- 
mic policy, saying that the low- 
income groups gamed 50 per cent 
more from the package deal than 
they would have from the usual 
cost-of-living increases, and that the 
upper-income groups were paying 
for this. 

Speaking in the “debate" (actual- 
ly five-minute statements by each 
faction that wished).

U.S. court orders Yugoslav Nazi extradited 


LOS ANGELES. - A TJ.S. magis- 
trate on Monday ordered the- ex- 
tradition to Yugoslavia of 85-year- 
old Andrija Artukovic. accused by 
Belgrade of complicity in t^e war- 
time execution of 770,000 Jews. 
Serbs and Gypsies. 

But the magistrate, Volney. 
Brown, issued his ruling on the basis ' 
of a single alleged murder and stayed 
his order for 60 days to give Yugosla- 
via time to provide specific informa- 
tion on other executions. 

Under the U^.- Yugoslav extradi- 
tion treaty. Artukovic could be tried 
for only one murder in his native 
country if the extradition papers 
listed a single crime.

are overt and parts that are secret. 
We shall not tell die news media 
what we are mHring about in secret 
negotiations. Shamir deserves every 
iota of praise for not revealing the 
tiniest detail of any secret negotia- 
tions. He was discreet. I too was 
discreet. “ 

Peres made it obvious to his hear- 
ers that be was trying to make an 
invidious distinction between Sha- 
mir. who he said never leaked in- 
formation from meetings vdiere deli- 
cate matters were dealt with, 'and 
Arens, who be implied disclosed the 
most sensitive material from- secret 
contacts with the aim of sabotaging 
progress towards posable peace 
negotiations with which .he . hap- 
pened to disagree. 

Peres told the oommittee that 
from the start he kept Shamir in- 
formed beforehand of each develop- 
ment. He said that be consulted 
Shamir in advance about the first 
meeting in Bucharest with an Egyp- 
tian envoy. He also told Shamir in 
advance of tbe Egyptian intention to 
send another envoy to Jerusalem. 

“I cannot add any details about 
this process." Peres said. “I have to 
make sure that secret negotiations 
are facilitated and not hampered." 

Peres said: “I do not reject the 
Egyptian wish to make progress m 
the* negotiations at a slow and de- 
liberate pace only. Of course, there 
may be some in this country who 
believe that Israel shall live by the 
swotd alone." 

He said: “It is true that two 
schools of thought exist is the 
cabinet. But both schools agree that 
there is a need to open negotiations 
for a solution. At a later stage,, 
perhaps, tbe two schools may -port 
ways." 

Peres sakfihat the version leaked 
to the press alleging an argument 
between Minister without Portfolio 
Weuanan and Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin on tbe one hand and 
Arens on. the other in tbe presence of 
Egyptian envoy Osama al-Baz was 
false.

PHASAEL. Jordan Valley. - Presi- 
dent Chaim Herzog yesterday criti- 
cized the authorities for not giving 
enough help to Jordan Valley set- 
tlers. 

Jordanian farmers using Israeli 
agricultural methods are doing bet- 
ter economically than the Israelis 
working on this side of the river, he 
said. 

Herzog made his comments at a 
meeting with farmers' representa- 
tives here and later in summing up 
his half-day tour of the area at 
Ma'ale Ephraim. 

The Jordanian side of the river is 
cultivated “very intensively" and is 
that country's vegetable garden, he 
said. 

“‘Regrettably,” the president said, 
the Israeli part of the Jordan Valley • 
has not developed at the same rate. 
“’The main reason is a differem set of 
priorities.” Heraog said. He did not 
amplify, but his remarks followed 
complaints from settlers that they 
have received little aid because so 
much has been invested in areas 
densely populated by Arabs else- 
where in Judea and Samaria. 

*‘I hope we will reach the same 
level (of cultivation; on our side... I 
will do all I can to help you." he 
promised at Ma'ale Ephraim. 


The settlers, who appealed for the 
president’s help, complained that 
officials are not responsive to their 
requests. "There is enough land and 
water here to turn this area into a 
second California, but we don't feel 
anyone is listening.'* Pierre A me I of 
Pbasael said. 

The head of the Ma'ale Ephraim 
Local Council. Yisrael Gilad. said 
that despite the consensus on the 
need to settle the Jordan Valley, 
there are only 1~Q housing units in 
Ma'ale Ephraim compared uith 
nearly 2.000 in Arie^ in Samaria. He 
said increased government aid to 
entrepreneurs and settlers is needed 
to induce them to move farther than 
they have from the Coastal Plain. 

The president began his tour on 
Allenby Bridge, vs here Chief of the 
General Staff' Rav-Aluf Moshe Levy 
and senior officers briefed him. The 
bridge is used for traffic between 
Israel and Jordan. Herzog ques- 
tioned some Arabs on Israeli border- 
crossing procedures. "We have to 
distinguish between politics and 
questions of personal relations and 
mutual respect.” he told reporters. 

“If you take our security problems 
into consideration, the (Israel De- 
fence Forces) people here are doing 
a very, very good job.” he told a 
foreign television crew.

No misuse of funds - Atzma’i principal

Education Ministry funds given to 
religious schools of Agudat Yisrael ’s 
Hinuch Atzma’i trend for the 
teaching of secular subjects are in- 
deed used for that purpose in Jeru- 
salem, according to Rabbi Shimon 
Samuels, principal of the Ari reli- 
gious gfrls school in Katamon. 

Samuels was responding to recent 
charges by Education Ministry offi- 
cials that the Hinuch Atzma’i 
schools are being paid for the 
teaching of secular subjects but are 
not teaching them, or not as the 
ministry expects them to be taught. 

Samuels, a 34-year-old veteran in 
religious education in the capital, 
told The Jerusalem Pose yesterday 


that in Jerusalem the 600 pupils in 
Sanhedria Hamurhevet, the 700 in 
the Marteredorf School, the more 
than 1 .000 in Bell Vagan, as well as 
about 600 in smaller schools all get 
instruction in mathematics, health 
and nature, history, literature and 
English. 

Visits to both the Mattersdorf 
School and the Beit Vagan School 
showed that the secular subjects are 
scheduled and posted on the same 
sheet as religious subjects. At the 
time of the visits a mathematics class 
was in progress at Mattersdorf and in 
Beit Vagan a class in general history 
had just finished. At ibe Ari school, 
the health and nature class had ex- 
cellent models of the heart, the 
lungs, and the brain, and other 
teaching aids.

Hot sausage 

WO KIRYAT- YAM men have 
been charged in Haifa District Court 
with smuggling 1 S 1 1 million worth of 
goods, including 4S0 kilograms of 
sausage and dozens of bottles of 
perfume. 

According to the charge sheet, 
one night fast December' customs 
officials and police manning an 
observation post in Haifa's Kishon 
Harbour saw a fishing boat without 
lights heading for the ship Lotus, 
w'hich was anchored in foe harbour. 

Goods were lowered from the ship 
to the boat, and the boat returned to 
the fishing-boat section of the har- 
bour. where Ya'acov Attia and 
Ya'acov Kikorshvilli were waiting 
and unloaded the goods. The two 
were arrested later that evening.

Purim for Ethiopians 

HUNDREDS OF YEROHAM 
high school pupils in Purim costumes 
yesterday welcomed 35 Ethiopian 
jews from the Arad absorption cen- 
tre to Yeroham's community centre 
with song and dance. The Ethiopians 
did not know about Purim before 
coming here. 

Yeroham Mayor Baruch Elma- 
kias. his face painted like a down's, 
tried to explain to the visitors why he 
has consistently opposed settling 
Ethiopians in his town: ”We insist on 
having a propter plan for the absorp- 
tion of Ethiopians here, and this is a 
very* expensive proposition. It means 
both making sure that the newcom- 
ers have jobs and that their culture is 
preserved.” 

Ehnakias said Yeroham had been 
chosen to absorb Ethiopian oltm 
simply because foe town has many 
empty apartments. 

Women and Jewish law 

A RABBINICAL court decision 
some years ago to permit wives of 
the sailors lost on the Dakar sub- 
marine to remarry creates hope that 
the courage exists to make other 
needed changes in Jewish law, Heb- 
rew University law professor Ruth 
Lapidot said yesterday. 

Lapidot. who was last November 
appointed chairwoman of the 
National Council on the Advance- 
ment of the. Status of Women by 
Premier Peres, was speaking to 30.

al Women's Division delegation, 
which arrived in Israel Monday . 

Lapidot said her council docs not 
yet have a budget, an office, or 
secretary. Of the council's six major 
committees, she said, the one on 
advancement of the rights of women 
under Jewish law had the most diffi- 
cult task.

When 
there is a chance for improvement in 
th$ mother's behaviour, he ruled, 
she should stay with her child. 


Cold massacres annum fish

HAIFA. - The cold wave has killed 
several hundred tons of amnun (St. 
Peter’s) fish in foe ponds, at a loss of 
nearly IS2 million a ton. Fish Breed- 
ers Union secretary Aranon Levin 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The natural-disaster insurance 
fund will compensate growers for 
about half of foe losses. Levin said. 

When the frost struck last week, 
there were 1,600 tons of amnun in 
foe ponds, and it is believed that up 
to a third were killed. The amnun, a 
semi-tropical fish, is very sensitive 
and dies when the water tempera- 
ture dips below 14 degrees centig- 
rade. 

The damage would have been 
worse but for foe union's cut-price 


campaign to sell as many of foe fish 
as possible before the cold season, 
which has helped them treble sales 
for the past two months. 

Levin said that for Pessah the 
cut-rate price of IS2.9G0 per kilo- 
gram for amnun will remain in force, 
and foe union would also market 
sale-priced carp- 

The price of carp has just been 
raised by 10 per cent to IS 1,870 per 
kilo. But this is still 20 percent below 
foe price they should fetch, accord- 
ing to foe Agriculture Ministry’s cal- 
culations, as both the feed and water 
prices had been raised by 20 per cent 
by foe government. 

Levin said the union plans to in- 
crease amnun production from last 
year's 11,500 tons to 13.500 this 
year, while carp production is to 
remain at 7,000 tons.

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Reagan bids for Craxfs 
approval of ‘Star Wars’ 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Ronald Reagan, determined to unify 
thj Nato alliance in advance of next 
week's U.S.-Soviet arms talks, met 
with Italian Prime Minister Bertino 
Craxi yesterday in an effort to gain 
yet another tentative endorsement 
of bis controversial "Star Wars" mis- 
sile defence plan. 

The president, asked whether he 
needed to convince his Italian guest 
of the need for his space-based mis- 
sile defence system, replied: “I don't 
have to." 

Asked whether Craxi has commit- 
ted himself to it, the president g3 ve a 
vigorous nod of agreement. 

But Craxi. fresh from a meeting 
with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, said that he was "not 
going to be a mule guest." 

White House officials are looking 
for a qualified endorsement of the 
’missile system from the Italian, who 
in the past has avoided taking a 
strong stand on the issue. Gromyko 
pressured the Italians to oppose the 
futuristic weapons plan. 

However. Italian Embassy 
sources said Craxi probably would 
endorse the research programme, 
formally known as the strategic de- 
fence initiative, while reserving 
judgement on actual deployment. 


New Zealand warns about 
‘brinks of nuclear precipice’ 


GENEVA (AP). - New Zealand 
Prime Minister David Lange said 
yesterday his country's ban on U-S. 
nuclear ships was part of a policy “to 
resist that process of escalation ... 
which has already brought all of us to 
the brink of the precipice.” 

He said New Zealand's anti- 
nuclear stance, which has drawn 
sanctions from the U.S.. "has not 
altered in an v way the global nuclear 
balance." 

Addressing the Geneva confer- 
ence on disarmament. Lange said 
that in barring port calls by nuclear- 
powered and nuclear-weapon- 
carrying ships. New Zealand also 
excludes the possibility of being de- 
fended by nuclear weapons. 

New Zealand's ban on nuclear 
ships meant U.S. ships could not 
make port calls. Wa-hington reacted 
angrily, refusing to participate in 
military maneuvers and to share 
military intelligence with New Zea- 
land. 

Lange was the first head of gov- 
ernment to speak at the 4i>-nation 
conference, the world's single multi- 
lateral arras-control forum. New 
Zealand is not a member. 


13 die in Indian election violence 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - At least 
13 persons died yesterday in spor- 
adic violence during the second and 
final day of state assembly elections 
across India. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
quoted officials as saying that 10 
persons died in disturbances during 
polling in eastern Bihar slate, where 
20 others were killed on Saturday, 
the first day of the elections. 

The police in Hyderabad, the state 
capital of Andhra Pradesh, said that 
at least three persons died in political 
feuding in the southern stronghold 
oF opposition to Prime Minister Ra- 
jiv Gandhi's Congress 1 1 ) Party. 

So far election unrest has claimed 


more than 40 lives in various states 
where almost two thirds of the 3S0 
million Indian electorate are eligible 
to vote.

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Feeding a Golem 

SEVERAL alternative theories have been put out by Israeli 
sources to account for the explosion that nearly wiped out the 
leadership of the Shi’ite Amal militia in a mosque in the south 
Lebanese village of Maarake on Monday, 

The Syrians did it, to further destabilize the south during the 
IDF*s withdrawal home. Or Axnal’s fundamentalist Shi’ite 
foes. Or a rival group within Amal itself. Or perhaps a bomb, 
that was being readied in the mosque for action against the 
Israeli troops, went off accidentally while the Amal war council 
was in session on the second floor. Or while it was being 
demonstrated to the assembled war leaders. 

There is only one difficulty with all these explanations. None 
of them is likely to be believed by the Shi’ites who make up a 
majority of the population in south Lebanon. They will prefer 
to believe - like other Lebanese - that Israel is to blame. 

Maarake, they point out, was raided by the IDF just one day 
earlier in application of the new “iron fist” policy. The Amal 
leaders arrived in it to discuss countering the “iron fist” by 
stepped-up attacks on the withdrawing Israeli troops. And a 
number of senior Israeli officers have lately gone on record as 
advocating resort to “unconventional methods” - or the 
unleashing of Lebanese who would employ “Lebanese 
methods 9 ' - against the Shi'ite terrorists. 

Only incontrovertible proof that the IDF is wholly innocent 
of any blame for the explosion could silence Israel’s accusers. 

And in the circumstances of Lebanon, where assassination is 
endemic, such proof cannot be expected. 

The chances are, then, that in the aftermath of Maarake even 
formerly moderate Shi’ites, who were merely anxious to see the 
Israelis leave their country, may be radicalized. A war launched 
for the declared purpose of ridding Galilee of the scourge of 
PLO terrorism may end up producing a Golem of a rejectionist 
Shi'ite enemy. 

Warnings against letting this happen were sounded long ago, 
but the last two Likud defence ministers made light of them. 

The present defence minister has been more alert to the Shi'ite 
danger. This, largely, is why Yitzhak Rabin pushed through his 
plan of withdrawal to the international border. 

But Mr. Rabin thought it prudent to trim his sails to Likud 
winds. Unfortunately, the Alignment's cabinet partner was not 
interested in a fast pullback, if in any at all. It feared that this 
would discredit its own “war of alternative” in Lebanon, and 
might create an impression of “weakness” among the Arabs of 
Judea, Samaria ana Gaza. 

To overcome Likud objections, Mr. Rabin opted for 
withdrawal-by-stages with all deliberate speed that would, 
however, be more deliberate than speedy, and that has brought 
the troops to a new line in the west, south of the Awali, which 
makes sense politically but not militarily. In the aftermath of 
Maarake the pace of withdrawal should be reconsidered, with 
the emphasis on far greater speed. 

For, it is now clear that, contrary to expectations, the “iron 
fist" is not working even in the short-term. Reliance on it may 
be inevitable so long as the army stays in south Lebanon, but 
that time should now be cut drastically. 

Israel must retain its right, and capacity, to apply the “iron 
fist" - and with far greater efficacy - but from this side of the 
frontier. 

Dirty linen and dirty pool 

THE STILL rather ambiguous Mubarak initiative - or propos- 
al, as the Egyptians insist it should be called - has elicited two 
widely divergent, if characteristic, responses from Israel's 
divided national unity government. 

One, the Alignment’s, has been to encourage the proposal 
on the assumption that it may be serious, while making sure 
that, if it turns out to be something else, Israel’s own 
peace-seeking credentials should be confirmed, not under- 
mined. The other, the Likud's, has been to work from the 
premise that Mr. Mubarak's whole idea is but a public relations 
stunt, but that if it is not, then it could only be a deliberate 
attempt to trap Israel into parting with its ancestral heritage in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. And perhaps the Golan, too. 

It is this basic difference of opinion that underlies the current 
ugly public controversy created by the Likud over what did, or 
did not, transpire at the meeting between four cabinet minis- 
ters. including the premier, and Mr. Mubarak's political 
adviser, Osama al-Baz, in Jerusalem last week. 

Minister-without-Portfolio Moshe Arens, who represented 
the Likud at the meeting in the absence of Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, claims that his Alignment colleagues dishon- 
oured the nation in front of Dr. al-Baz. They revealed to the 
Egyptian guest the disagreement between the Likud and the 
Alignment over the question whether the Camp David accords 
- meaning the autonomy plan - should be considered the only 
possible framework for resumed peace talks. 

But the revelation was of an open secret. Every newspaper 
reader must by now be aware that Likud politicians, many of 
them, like Messrs. Arens and Shamir, former opponents of the 
Camp David agreements, are now holding on to them for dear 
life as their insurance against any compromise. 

What the Likud most dreads, however, is that the Prime 
Minis ter, by pursuing a flexible rather than a dogmatic, 
Ukud-style policy, may generate enough diplomatic momen- 
tum to force a cabinet crisis - and win an early election on a 
platform of peace. But the decision to cling to the chimera of a 
Greater Eretz Yisrael, even at the risk of endless war, is the 
Likud’s own. 

MUBARAK-HUSSEIN 
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Repercussions 
from the blast 


MONDAY’S EXPLOSION in the 
Maarake mosque has struck a 
grievous blow at the Amal lead- 
ership in Southern Lebanon, killing 
two of those most actively enga- 
ged in the Shi’a’s ongoing war- of 
attrition against the 1JDF there. 

But the chances are that, while it 
may somewhat restrict operations 
against the CDF in Southern Leba- 
non in the short term, the Maarake 
explosion may well have tilted the 
sales irrevocably towards the pros- 
pect of an intensified Shi’a campaign 
of terror - not only agains t the IDF 
as an occupying force in Lebanon, 
but also against Israel itself. 

There is -probably not a single 
Sbi’a in Southern Lebanon who be- 
lieves Israel's categorical denial of 
any involvement in the blast. 

A number of hypotheses on the 
'party responsible have been put for- 
ward here, of varying degrees of 
plausibility. Israel's coordinator in 
Lebanon , Uri Lubrani, said on Mon- 
day night that the blast was probably 
the result of “inter-Amal rivalry." 
Military sources were yesterday 
quoted as suggesting that the blast 
may have been an accident - that the 
Amal militiamen were preparing a 
bomb in the mosque. It could also, 
theoretically, have been the work of 


NO SOONER had the dust settled 
on the latest “Who’s a Jew” skirmish 
than the rabbis embarked on a new 
controversy of eaithshaking propor- 
tions: “Where is Jerusalem?” 

Yet tiie broader implications of 
this new dispute go far beyond its 
apparently local dimensions. More 
than any other of the recent halachic

According to Halacha, residents 
of Jerusalem and other cities that 
were walled during the time of 
Joshua mark the Jewish victory over 
Hainan and his henchmen on 15 
Adar, since the Jews of the ancient 
walled city of Sfaushan had to defend 
themselves for ah additional day 
before they could celebrate with 
their brethren. 

As modern Jerusalem has ex- 
panded, rabbinical authorities have 
had to judge which areas are consi-

agents provocateurs, the Syrians 
perhaps, bent on makingthings even 
more difficult for Israel in Southern 
Lebanon. 

What many Shi’as undoubtedly 
believe is the story that made the 
rounds in Maarake immediately af- 
ter the explosion, that Israelis or 
Israeli agents planted the bomb in 
the Amal office above tire mosque 
during Saturday’s security operation 
in the village. 

Many more probably believed the 
hysterical comment on Lebanon’s 
State Radio, accusing Israel of com*, 
mitrin g “a new crime, a new mas- 
sacre, in the occupied South,” insist- 
ing that Israel's “occupation forces" 
had “destroyed the mosque of 
Maarake over worshippers attend- 
ing a religious ceremony.” 

Even if Israel were to produce 
irrefutable evidence of its own inno- 
cence, the Maarake blast has prob- 
ably destroyed for good whatever 
little may have remained of Shi'a 
neutrality, to say nothing of good 
will towards Israel, in Southern 
Lebanon. 

Moreover, it could well become 
for the Shi'as of Southern Lebanon 
what the battle of Karame was for 
the PLO in 1968: a symbol that will 
galvanize their struggle against 
Israel in the years to come,

WHAT ARE WE WATTING FOR? 


To the Editor of The Jeusalem Post 
Sir, - “Peace is within reach: since 
1967, attitudes in the Arab world 
toward Israel have changed radical- 
ly, becoming increasingly moderate 
and thus making a comprehensive, 
lasting solution possible. . . My vision 
is of an economic union in the re- 
gion, a commonwealth similar to 
that formed by the Benelux coun- 
tries, which would facilitate the free 
movement of people, goods, and 
capital among the member states.” 
The above is not a quotation of the 
spokesman of some obscure Israeli 
fringe movement, but the statement 
of a top Arab leader, Crown Prince 
Hassan bin Talal of Jordan, as pub- 
lished in Harper's of December 
1984. 

If our present grand coalition is 
incapable of responding to such 
peace overtures, and unwilling to 


make a visible attempt at investigat- 
ing whether the offers are genuine, 
then the people of Israel should at 
least be made aware of what they 
might be missing. The time is long 
past, when there was “nobody to 
talk to,” and there was “no partner 
for peace.” 

We might, in feet, ask: what are 
we waiting for? Does anybody hon- 
estly believe that the Arab nations 
will ultimately reconcile themselves 
to our occupation of the territories? 
Or alternatively, can anybody assume 
us that our forces will indefinitely be 
able to defeat any combination of 
Arab forces? 

Realistic thinking would indicate 
that our bargaining position is un- 
likely to improve with time.

INTENSIVE CARE

Sir,- As a member of the Doctors’ 
Committee at the Rambam Hospit- 
al, Haifa, I was very interested in tbs 
article, “Cost of intensive care is 
bleeding hospitals” by D'vora Ben 
Shaul (February 8). 

I will not comment on hefr descrip- 
tion of how the occupation rate of 
some hospital beds is artificially in- 
creased to 300 per cent, but I folly 
agree with her comments oji the 
increasing costs of intensive care 
units, if the cost is calculated not by 
their ability to save life, but by the 
price of each hospitalization day. 

I have declared openly that I think 


it is up to the government and the 
Ministry of Health to decide whether 
the level of medical care should be 
lowered to its state some decades 
ago. If the government wants the 
level of medical care to be as it is in 
1985, according to scientific know- 
ledge, the development of intensive 
care units and of critical care medi- 
cine in general should be acceler- 
ated. In other enlightened countries, 
many operations and other proce- 
dures of modern medicine are autho- 
rized only if the hospital is equipped 
with adequate intensive care units.

NEGLECTAT 
JERUSALEM THEATRE 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Tickets for performances at 
the Jerusalem Theatre are by no 
means cheap for the average Israeli. 
But what is cheap is the way the 
Jerusalem Theatre treats its audi- 
ence.

As usual the management opened 
only one of its doors and people had 
to wait in the cold in order, to gain 
admission. 

Inside the hall, the dirt on die 
stage was most offensive; cigarette 
butts and other refuse were strewn 
about, except in the area of the 
piano. 

It is tiie custom abroad that, at 
such events, a carpet is spread outon 
the singe. If this is too expensive 
here in Israel, at least flower boxes 
with greenery or a bouquet of flow- 
ers would improve the atmosphere, 
while a broom could do wonders. 

Furthermore, the theatre has been 
fitted with microphone fixtures- 
which can be lowered from above, 
thus eliminating the need for the 
ugly nnke-5tands. Yet after the inter- 
mission, one of the mike-stands was 
positioned exactly between the artist 
and the audience. 

Finally, when the audience left 
after the recital and about one third . 
of the visitors were still negotiating 
the stairs of the foyer, the bouse 
electrician switched off the lights in 
the foyer and the entrance hall. He 
apparently wanted to go home, 
irrespective of people, some elderly 
and invalids, who wanted to leave 
without risking their necks. 

Is that all the management can do 
to make the audience feel welcome?

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Eliashiv, a highly respected indepen- 
dent rabbinical authority. (There is 
no community rabbi in Har Nof.) 
Rabbi Eliashiv ruled that Har Nof is, 
for Purim purposes, outside Jeru- 
salem, and thus residents should 
celebrate the holiday on Wednesday 
night and Thursday. But just in case, 
they are to read the megilla not only 
on those days, but a third and fourth 
time - on Thursday night and Friday 
morning - however without relating 
the required blessing. This' is the 
ritual equivalent to wearing a belt 
and braces on your trousers at the 
same time. 

IF A Har Nof resident wishes to 
follow the city’s chief rabbis and 
observe Shushan Purim, he must 
travel to another neighbourhood in- 
side tiie Purim line and hear the 
megilla there on Thursday night and 
Friday morning. For how could he 
go to a Har Nof synagogue and hear 
the Book of Esther without the man- 
datory blessing? ■ . 

But when does he have his re- 
quired Purim seudal 

His parents or in-laws are eating 
the festive meal on Friday morning, 
for they live in an older neighbour- 
hood. Must he sit it out, having 
followed Rabbi Eliashiv and eaten 
on Thursday? For if he eats the seuda 
on Friday, then he is surely , not 
fulfi ll in g the commandment, accord- 
ing to this view. 

And when does be send Purim 
parcels - also a required part of the 
celebration - to his friends and rela- 
tives? 

If he follows the chief rabbis’ rul- 
ing, he should present them on Fri- 
day morning, but suppose his next- 
door neighbours are adherents of 
Rabbi Efiashiv? Do food parcels 
given on Shushan Purim to friends 


their own groups of adherents rather 
than thinking of the needs of the man 
in the street 

Their tinkering, today with Purim, • 
yesterday with cemeteries, tomor- 
row with who knows what, ignores 
the fact that the ethical fibre of their 
flock is unravelling at the edges. 

The latest dispute over “where is 
Jerusalem” is thus more than a 
grotesque Purim spiel. It adds 
another nail to the coffin of respect 
for Israeli rabbis of every stripe, 
even among the observant, let alone 
amongthe secular. Because it is only 
a “technical” matter, devoid of 
ideological underpinnings, it high- 
lights better than any other issue 
some of the unpleasant trends that 
characterize the religious scene: in- 
crearingextremism, with each group 
and sub-group determined to have 
its way; rampant ego-tripping and 
personality-cults; unwillingness to 
sit down with colleagues who are 
perceived as rivals and even ene- 
mies. 

Above all, the impression is cre- 
ated of a growing gap between the 
rabbinate and their potential and 
actual congregants. For the inevit- 
able question the rabbis force the 
public to ask itself is how can they 
project any kind of leadership on 
weighty issues of morality and 
observance if their collective treat- 
ment of a matter of quantifiable fact 
serves to split families asunder for 
the festival and puts neighbours on 
different sides of the fence? 

Perhaps our nit-picking rabbis 
have forgotten that the essence of 
Purim and the theme of all its mitz- 
vot is te foster' that unity and 
brotherhood by dint of which the 
Jews were saved from Ham an.
